1. A/DCM (SOME TIME CHIEF, ECONOMIC/COMMERCIAL SECTION) WAS 
CALLED TO OFFICE OF DIRECTOR ECONOMIC RELATIONS, MFA, WEDNESDAY, 
AUGUST 22, AND ADVISED OF GOA' S INFORMAL AGREMENT FOR FRED SLIGH 
AS DEPUTY DIRECTOR USAID MISSION (SEE REF). AFTER ORAL ADVICE AS 
ABOVE, KAYEUM MANSOUR WHO NOW DEPUTY DIRECTOR ECONOMIC RELATIONS, 
SAID HE HAD BEEN INSTRUCTED BY DEPUTY FOREIGN MINISTER FOR POLITICAL 
AFFAIRS WAHID ABDULLAH TO INFORM A/DCM IN LOW KEY FASHION THAT IN 
FUTURE GOA WOULD APPRECIATE IT IF IN ASSIGNING NEW USAID 
PERSONNEL TO AFGHANISTAN THAT THOSE SELECTED NOT RPT NOT HAVE HAD 
ASSIGNMENTS IN PAKISTAN. 

2. A/DCM ACKNOWLEDGED ORALLY THE MESSAGE GIVEN AND ADVISED THAT HE 
WOULD REPORT TO APPROPRIATE AUTHORITIES, ADDING THAT DID NOT RPT NOT 
KNOW USG POLICY SUCH MATTERS. A/DCM ALSO POINTED OUT THAT USG 
LONG-TERM ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE TO PAKISTAN AND EXTENSIVENESS OF SUCH 
PROGRAMS IN THAT COUNTRY WOULD CREATE PROBLEMS IN FINDING HIGHLY 
QUALIFIED OR EXPERIENCED PERSONNEL IF THE USG WERE TO COMPLY WITH 
THIS INFORMAL REQUEST OF GOA. 

3. WOULD APPRECIATE APPROPRIATE GUIDANCE FOR RESPONSE IN INFORMAL 
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
